Bedford of the Progressive Con- 
servative Party. The followers of 
the Westmount federal candidate, 
who prefers to leave his party 
' affiliation off his " platform 
I . brochures, range from the tradl- 
' ^jioQilr^Barcijt party faithful ail the 
Î fway'no former New Democrats 
who work for him "because he's 
a hell of a nice guy and a socialist, 
even if he doesn't like to be called 
one." 

Melghen, of course, is by no 
means a socialist, despite what 
some of his supporters would like 
to believe. In his platform and In 
his public statements, he makes 
it clear that he believes that work- 
ers In essential public sen/ices 
should not have the right to strike. 

As he told an audience of about 
60 McGiil students yesterday, the 
strike is "no longer necessary" In 
the currerit ; context of vlabour

Rhea hesitates on abortion 



Dr. David Rhea "a noted Mont- 
real obstetrician" spoke to a 
crowded ballroom last night on 
"Human Sexuality". ' 

His talk was the first of a series 
sponsored by the Montreal Child- 
birth Education Association. The 
MCEA has chosen to confine its 
activities to the English speaking 
community "for the present", and 
its officials come from the West- 
mount and NDG areas. 

Dr. Rhea began his lecturelt 
classifying three types of wbrhën "[ 
that come to him for counselling. 
These- ranged from those "who 
must not get pregnant" to those 



"who shouldn't" to those who are 
willing to "play a game of chance*'. 
He disoissed^which birth control 
metho^fiS would recommend to 
each type. He would be "much 
less careful with persons who 
need much less care." 

The pill should not be auto- 
matically prescribed . to . all 
patients, he explained. About 
'^0% of its users fall into "the. grey 
'zone"; These women siuffer from 
headaches,- apathy and frigidity 
leading ultimately to divorces, 
separations and unnecessary^ 
frustration, he revealed. 



_ Approaching abortiôn as "an 
awful subject to discuss", Rhea 
constantly repeated his desire to 
discuss the issue from a rather 
neutral standpoint, not wishing to 
upset members of the audience. 

Rhea, however, felt that 
therapeijUc^abO|llldns were 
necessaiTr?unli(?enough people 
could bo exposed to sex educa^ 
tion. 

"The abortion law in Canada is 
as liberal as any law can be 
depending upon ' how the 
individual doctor interprets it," 
stated Rhea.

He even^^dyiocafed "Self- 
determination''.,fbr|Quebec, "In 
the sense that If tHe vast majority 
of the people of Quebec decide 
that they don't want to be part of 
Confederation, It's their decision. 
You aren't going to change the 
minds of people by sending In the 
army." 

But although he maintained that 
Quebec should, not: be; coerced, 
he said that he Would not consider 
a Parti Québécois electoral vic- 
tory a decision of "the vast major- 
ity of the Quebec people," and 
promised that he would do his 
utmost to persuade Quebec to 
remain In Confederation. He 
expressed his belief that the PQ 
vote In the last provincial election 
was largely against Trudeau and 
his economic policies rather than 
for separatism. 

Ivleighen also defended his 
leader, Robert Stanfleld, who has 
been "vilified for standing up and 
demanding to know when (I.e. 
. before the passage of the "less

In his attack on the govern- 
ment's economic policies 
Meighen often sounded like a 
cross between a Waffier and an 
anti-"big government" devotee of 
laissez-faire capitalism. 

On the one hand he proposed 
that the government and big busi- 
ness participate on a fifty-fifty 
basis in major new enterprises, 
and declared that it would be 
"better to give money to Canadian 
International Paper to modernize 
Its Three Rivers plant, where 
there are already jobs,' than to 
help ITT-Rayonnier sèt up a new 
plant in Sept-lles." 

On the other hand, he declared 
that "corporations have had diffi- 
culty accumulating funds neces- 
sary for expansion because of

Let me begin by saying that It 
Is very difficult to write a serious 
critique of an article such as 
"School Is Not A Gay Place To 
Be" wijhout ma!<lrig oneself vul- 
nerable to accusations of being 
"anti-gay", an advocate of "so- ' 
called f/arxist revolutions," a Mar- 
xist "old left" hack or "New Left" 
hacKtOKPOSslbly; It would seem,

r ■il8|pre )[e rab!e't6' being a Marxist 
faccordlna ■ to authors Garslde, 
-Page-Hollander, and Southln. So 
. at the outset I would like to make 
clear that t believe that people 
ought to support the programs 
advocated, such as a gay drop-In 
center, education on gay issues, . 
and 'generally getting It together 
for gay people. However, I . do not 
support the politics, ,stated and 
Implied, advocatedjlnjil Sjdio^i ls 
■ Not A Gay Place t^Be:??SiP^ ' 
- Insofar as one Is able to identify 
the somewhat obscure politics of 
the article (rhetoric being no sub- 
stitute for analysis ) the position 
advocated Is one of "a-political" 
sexual liberation. The authors 
assert (buldp^not' explain) that 
' '.There \^ll be'no. libération vrith- 
out sexual Jiberiatioh and hb'sex- 
uaMlberatibn that does not Include 
gay liberation." The slogan has a 
fine ring, but what does it mean? 
Does it mean that present-day 
movements for gay dyil rights is 
a form^qli^re yo lullonary struggle? 
; Dbeirt itfroSnlthat : those who 
advbcatg gw 
the. 'Vangt^ 
struggles? D^,^,,™, 
crimlnatiori f^ueS^ 
allty ought to be a primary focus 
of militant political action? Does 
it mean that the "so-called" Mar- 
xist revolutions In Cuba, Korea, 
Vietnam and China are worthless 
because cultural revolution did 
not, or has not put the problem 
of gay liberation first? Does it 
assert that problems present in 
capitalist scdetyjra^ 
sanïo^prSiôVetnSlwin^^ 
societies? 

Since none of these questions 
can be answered on the basis of 
the article Itself, orie must con- 
clude that the kind of politics being 
advocated for the gay movement 
Is a carbon-copy of "a-political" 
feminism, which also claims civil 
.rights struggles are revolutionary 
struggles . because of a con- 
fusion of cause and effect, i.e., 
asserting that discrimination 
against women is the primary 
problem (asserting that an effect 
is a cause ) rather than Identifying 
the forms of social and economic 
exploitation which gives rise to 
(causes)- social roles and 
lnstitutionalized,dlscrimlnatlon. . 

Of courselfreoBnt^Poiy has 
shown that "a-pblitical"" sexual 
liberation movements, whether it

dentally "a-political" or acdder 




USA and Canada, class politics 
are opposed to middle dass 
liberal reformism doaked in an 
empty revolutionary rhetoric. 
Furthermore; it is instmctive to 
see Just where: anti-Marxist "a- 
piolitical" so-called sexual libera- 
tion movements come to rest. I^or. 
the women's movement, reactio- 
nary feminism took the form of a 
vimlent hatred of men (all men, 
irrespective of class or sodal 
power) which led to advocating 
that the present should be turned 
up-side down with women in .the 
oppressor position and men in thë/ 
oppressed position. Sot hll^^l 
advocated, the extermirim[cwl@3 
vnpn. In the San Frandscb^Bay 
area one can find groups strongly 
committed to sado-masochistic 
llberatlonr In which we are all to 
struggle for the right of some 
people to satisfy themselves (i.e., 
to become unoppressed) .by tor- 
turing and being tortured. 

I do not believe that any of the 
authors of- this artide hold such 
positions, or vyould ever hold such 
|^j^s^(Maf trying to point out 
some of'the^consequences of "a- 
political" sexual liberation move- 
ments which lead Marxists to 
have very critical attitudes. 

The authors of the article also 
state a relationship between 
women's liberation and gay libe- 
ration. "There wflll be no liberation 
witthout sexual liberation ..." "It 
appears that when gay women 
increase their political consdous- 
ness, they. identify women's libe- 



ration as a general issue and gay 
liberation as a more particular 
concem"etc.. Once again, how- 
ever, the authors fail to state pre- 
dsely what the relationship 
between women's liberation, sex- 
ual liberation and gay liberation 
Is ', For example, are they_ assert- 
ing that women's liiberation will 
result from sexual liberation? 
(What will sexual liberation do for 
women workers? Will it increase 
their wages? Will it put them in 
control of the factories?) • 

What in fact does ttie word libe- 
ration mean for the authors? 
While they assert In their slogans 
that4t has some "revolutionary" 
content, their program ' and 
demands are all, without excep- 
tion, centered around gay dvil 
rights— the right to be an openly 
practising gay person without suf- 
fering .discrimination, in predsely 
thpMmag^llberal feminists talk 
fii^SjSûji^iDwation'' when, in fact, . 
wKai they want Is an.end to sodal - 
discrimination; It isTioisQggestèd : 
here that there is anything 
wrong with fighting discrimination 
or struggling for'equaiity In dvil 
rights. It is being asserted here 
that It Is wrong to call this kind 
of action "liberation";, that it is 
wrong to label dvil rights move- 
jenlùjjÉj^|mlutionary strugg- 
jta^^mR^lfÏÏ'is wrong for prog- 
^sive people to ignore class 
Analysis and so, by default, to 
support the interests of the bour- 
geoisie and the petit-bourgeolsè 
at the expense of the majority, the 
working dass, in any kind of 
movement. .. 

Critidsm is 
analysis. Yet 
a positlon!^8^_^ 
gest V alternativMÎfanaFBe ■ pre- 
pared for critidsm in tum. Let us 
try to meet this obligation by look- 
ing at a number of the issues 
raised by Garslde, Page- 
Hollander and Southln In a differ- 
ent light. 

WOMEN AND SEXUAL 
LIBERATION 

Sexiial libération Is important to 
a women movement because it 
is women's sexual functions, of 
both reprodudion and gratifica-.' 
tlon, which are the basis for her i 
subjugation. In western sodety-1 
the oppression, of women has 
been striidured thirough a rigid 
segregation of mascugoe^: and 
feminine roles. Tlieselnasculine- 
féminine sodal roles have been 
justified by an ideology which 
asserts that these roles are 
biological in nature, and are there- 
fore "natural " and "inevitable." In 
fact, sexual roles represent a 
sodal division of labor In which 
the feminine role is subordinate') 
to the masculine role. However,^ 
these roles are sodal, not biologi- 
cal,', in origin. In other words, 
■biological differences do not 
account for the vast majority of 




the elements of sexual role delini- 
tion. 

Ecofiomic and sodal exploita- 
tion aside, the sexual role defini- 
tions which we have all grown up 
with are so rigid and so constrict- 
ing that the hunian development 
of many people is halted or dis- 
tbrted. Because sexual roles con- 
strict human freedom of growth 
and expression they are oppres- 
sive and alienating. 

Sexual f liberation for women 
means freedom from a social role 
narrowly defined in terms of sex- 
ual reprodudion ("motherhood") 
and the supposed "natural" 
Inferiority of women. Making it 
possible for women to enjoy sex- 
ual relations is an element of 
"sexual liberation" but it Is not the 
major problem. The wajor prob- 
lem Is the exploitation of women 
by men In all spheres of social 
and economic ///e.Lack of sexual 
gratification as experienced by 
womeri^ results from the sexual 
exploitation of women by men. /( 
Is not gratification, but exploita- 
tion, which is the problem. 

There are many forms of 
rebellion against the rigid sexual 
role restrictions Imposed by our 
sodety: the women who refuses 
the restrictions of the home for an 
independent life Jn the world; the 
woman wKoflauriits female sexual 
restridions; women political 
adivists; men who refuse to be 
"macho"; men who want to be 
nurturant fathers. In; short, the 
form of sexual relations preferred 
is only one of the many kinds of 
rebellion against dehumanizing 
"mascullne'VvSi/'feminino" roles. 

Any reliellioh against rigid sex- 
ual role differentiation is 
punished. The "loose" woman Is 
subject to rèprisal and discrimina- 
tion. The "career woman" is 
depided as. a "castrating bitch"; 
a woman In a leadership position 
Is "domineering" (where a man 
would be "charismatic"). The. 
gentle man is "effeminate." Dis- 
crimination in jobs, keeping chil- 
dren and so forth are all exerdsed 
against the single woman (and not 
the single man ). Yet all these vari- 
ous forms of cultural oppression 
and sodal discrimination could be 
^curtailed or abolished and the 
|D^ir|would still be vtrith us. Cul- 
|t{^||&ppression, like sexual 
ex pjplBllbn.' Is a symptom, not a 
caiisel!llillr

Ism also found it convenient to 
"turn the dty of Havana into a 
"sin" center where U.S. tourists 
and tired businessmen could 
gamble, drink, shoot drugs, and 
buy the flesh of children, women, 
boys and men. U.S. colonization 
of Cuba meant for Havana a sys- 
tematic contiptipn of a good prop- 
ortion of;the population because 
the povertycaùiséd by Uls: exploi- 
tation forced unemployed people 
into a life of petty crime and pros- 
titution. Male and female prostitu- 
tion was "easy money" largely 
under the control of U.S. 
organized^crime. After the revolu- 
tion' tt'-was:these people who, as 
a result of the culture which U.S. 
colonization - had; forced upon 
- them, who resisted sodalist con- 
stmction, who disobeyed the 
laws, refused to partidpate in the 
rebuilding of the country, ran black 
markets, engaged in petty theft. 
In short, these people who were 
often the source of counter- 
revolution. . 

The same Is true in Vietnam 
where poverty) warijiioncentration 
camps and fordble disldcation of 
the peasantry have resulted In 
thousands of children, women, 
men and boys entering a life of 
crime "and prostitution. The 
enforced prostitution - of 
thousands of Vietnamese, the 
bands .of wjld children without 
families (lil<e the wolf packs of 
■ Worid War II ) engaged in prostitu- 
:tipn,rdrug-deallng and theft are. 
conséquences of U.S. Imperial- 
ism "saving Vietnam for democ- 
racy." Wheii the people of Viet- 
nam are finally victorious they, 
too, will face the task of attempting 
to re-educate and rehabilitate 



people who have suffered the rav- 
ages of U.S.'occupation. 

So the authors really wish to 
convince us that hustling, prostitu- 
tion and gangsterism do not rep- 
resent the degradaUomof^human 
beings? Are we to^befpersuaded 
that revolutionary countHés have 
no.'right to attempt to create a 
sodalist humanism reflecting the 
ideals of a sodalist sodety? On 
the other hand, if the authors wish 
to critidze sexism in sodalist

TORONTO (CUP y^/^ coalition of 
students at Ryerson ' Polytech- 
nical Institute Is organizing 
a strong protest against the 
appointment of John Sword, 
former President of the University 
of Toronto, to the Ryerson Board 
of Governors. 

Antagonism towards Sword 
stems mainly from actions he took , 
during his administration.. He 
called ,poljçè|onto , the ,campus ^ 
twice: once'/ In Jujy 1 971 i to evict 
. the residents of a summer trans- 
ient hostel, and again last March 
during a library dispute. 

Students are also angered by 
the fact that, under a provision of 
Bill 81 of the Ryerson Charter, 
both the University of Toronto and 
the Association of Professional 
Engineers of Ontario (APEO)- 
have appointees of the Ryerson 
Board 'of Governors. 

There has been widespread 
support to remove Sword from the 
Board. A petition being circulated 
already has over 1200 signa> 



tures, and other campus groups , 
such as Women's Uberatlon and / 
the Students for a Democratic 
Society have Indicated their sup- 
port for this movement. Many 
faculty members have indicated 
that they feel that Sword could be 
a detriment to Ryerson. 

The coalition is also demanding 
a revision of Bill 81 so that the 
Board of Governors will consist of 
f our^8tudet}t8^il^^ and 
fdiii^lïtslâe niemfaers; as as 
the President. Presently the 
board's two students and two 
faculty are outnumbered by eight 
outside members (including the 
University of Toronto member, the 
APEO representative) and the 
President.

measures such as the MVhite 
Paper on taxation." 

Like the NDP, he criticized the 
Department of Regional 
Economic Expansion grants to 
corporations, but he attacl<ed 
NDP leader David Lewis for 
"blowing the Issue out of propor- 
Uon." 

' According to Meighen, "Lewis 
is misleading the public by saying 
that corporations are getting a tax 
holiday and that Incentive grants 
merely enhance the personal 
financial position of corporate 
executives. And even if this is 
tme, then the way to get at them 
is through personal income tax.". 

In accordance with his laissez- 
faire leanings Meighen felt com- 
pelled to add this proviso: '.'I don't 

nderdevefopedTpanswofivthe 

country are wrong, but I thlni< that 
the government has gone over- 
board In being so generous with 
grants that plants are being set 
up where they would previously 
never have been set up under any 
circumstances." 

He also proved himself .to be 
against direct , government jo inter- 
vention^to; prevent^ toféi^^ cm ^^ 
ratiôf^'fronî'^lâidngtësotlrc^âijt 
of the counti7 for processing else- 
where. Instead, he advocated, 
'.'negotiation," 

"You don't solve the problem 
by driving out foreign investment," 
he said. "You solve it by diversi- 
fication, and by incentives to 
Canadian indusUy/^^;^^^. 

Other econânTc^^'proposâls ' 
made by Meighen add up to 'a 
.strange, NIxonian recipe when 
tal<en together. On the one hand 
he would respond to rising infla- 
tion wjth a minimum six months 
wage and price freeze. 

On the other hand, he said, in 
response to a question, that the 
government should not encour-, 
age^unnTCessai)r.|^pr!^ 
luxùryltémè'^'en'tHire^l^^^ 
tion, but It should not actively dis- 
courage it. "I don't support a 
socialist system." 

Meighen met with few objec- 
tions to his proposal for a $3,000 
a year guaranteed annual income 
for people over 65. This figure, he 
maintained, "at least gives a.floor. . 
Like developing nations, individu- 
als have a take-off point." But the 
means test that this plan Implied 
received a less favourable reac- 
tion, although the candidate, like 
his party colleagues (and the 
Uberais) back in the Pearson 
years promised that it would only 
involve an income-tax-style form. 

"I don't think people are 
cheats," said ^ Meighen, ex- 
pressing his faith in human 
nature. "I think people generally 
' tell the truth." 

Oddly coupled with his "take- 
off" scheme, however, was a blast 
against government expenditures 
as the root cause of Inflation. 
Rather than spending govern- 
ment money on setting up à pro- 
gram for the aged, Meighen prop- 
osed a lax- cuyor senior citizens.
